‘The effect was so great upon 
him that he had to be assisted by his com- 
rades, who carried hima partof: the way 
back to his quarters and then to the hospital, 
where he died in a fewhours without medi- 
cal attendauce of any kind. There was no 
inquest held over the said body. 1 was with 
Tuttie when he left his quarters and heard 
him protest toSergeaut Emery that he 

WAS SICK AND DYING: 
All he could say was of no avail. Isaw the 
men as they were assisting him to the 
Foner Net upon his. return from the 
hieild.”’ 

James Turner being sworn, says: “I knew 
Tuttle, and heard him say when ordered 
out to pick st0ne that he was 
unable to walk and could not work, but he 
was compelled to go against all his protests 
and begging.

Flood Damages at St. Charles. 
State Senator 8. H. Edwards of St. Charles 
came to the city this morning and was met 
by a reporter at the Hotel Barnum, Senator 
Edwards reports the Missouri falling rapid- 
ly at St. Charles and land appearing again 
in the overflowed districts.

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Foreman Schreiber of the Match 
Factory and His Ways.

Jennie Shaw’s Arrest and Discharge—An 
Indignant Crowd—A Factory Girl Bad- 
ly Pounded by an Irate Foreman Whose 
Fondness for Osculatory Practice is 
Alleged to have Raised the Row. 


Notwithstanding strenuous efforts made 
by the police to suppress the facts, news 
reached the Post-Dispatca office yesterday 
afternoon that a scene of intense excitement 
had occurred the evening previous at the 
Diamond Match company’s factory, on the 
corner of Columbus and Barry streets, caused 
by an assault committed by the fore- 


man of the place, Frederick Schreiber, 
a married man of forty-five, whose home is 
made joyous by a wife and three children, 
upon a young woman named Jennie Shaw, 
who had been discharged from the factory's 
employ Monday morning. The reason why 
the police suppressed the news will be readi- 
ly underst when the full facts in the case, 
which are as follows, are narrated: 
THE GIRL, JENNIE SHAW, 

whose statement further on will reveal the 
circumstances which led up to her yey 
had on Monday, after she learned of her dis- 
missal, attacked Annie Graham, the forewo- 
man of the filling departmentin which she 
worked, and siapped her twice in the 
face. e is an English _ girl 
of twenty-one, of rather above the 
medium size, pretty and gifted with a mus- 
cular development that made her an antag- 
onist with whom Annie Graham did not care 
to cope. She, of course, had no right to as- 
sault the forewoman, but scrapping matches 
are not remarkably uncommon occurrences 
among the match factory girls, and the fight 
did not cause any great excitement. ‘The 
following afternoon, however, Jennie Shaw, 
having occasion to seea friend of her's 
named Caroline Newcomb, calied again at 
the factory at about six o’clock and entered 
the filling department. She had been there 
but a few moments when the foreman, Fred 
Schriber,-went for her, selzed her by the 
shoulder and dragged her to the door, his 
usage being so rough that he tore her collar 
from her neck and ripped open her dress. 
He then drew back, and, clenching his fist, 

STRUUK THE GIRL A HEAVY BLOW 
just below the left temple, felling her to the 
ground. The girl gotup again and was en- 
gaged in hunting a brick-bat, with which to 
deiend herself, when Schreiber again let fly 
his fist, this time landing the biow on the 
girl’s shoulder, and again downing her heay- 
ily. The act was witnessed by several par- 
ties in the street and by a number of the 
factory employes, who combined in the or- 
ganization of an impromptu indignation 
meeting, whose discussion of Schreiber’s 
cowardly aet was 80 animated and aggressive 
that he was obliged to beat a retreat back 
into the factory. The crowd rapidly in- 
creased in size, many people being on the 
street at the time, ana within five minutes 
several hundred men, women and children 
were collected in front of the factory, angrily 
discussing the affair.

‘This suited the fore- 
man, who whipped his horse and, auiid jeer- 
ing cries by the crowd of “hooray for 
Schrieber,” 

“HOORAY FOR THE GIRL-BEATER,”’ 
and other complimentary utterances, drove 
off to improve the shining five minutes which 
would elapse from the time of his arrival at 
the Soulard street police station to that of 
his accuser. When the girl and the police- 
man arrived there it did not take them long 
to find out that by some occult means, Schrei- 
ber had established himself firmly iu the 
favor of the station aot, 

“Whatis your name?’ he said to the girl 
the moment she entered. 

“She is not a prisoner,”’ the officer having 
her in charge said. ‘*This is the man I ar- 
rested,”’ pointing to Schreiber. 

The stationkeeper winked at the officer 
knowingly and said, with alaugh: “Oh, no, 
of course we’re not going to arrest her; oh, 
no. But, come, what's your name, Jennie?’ 

“Hlow did you know my name was Jen- 
nie?” the giri replied. 

“Jennie Shaw,” the stationkeeper said, 
without further ado, as he entered the name 
upon the blotter, and then he caused the 
girl to be searched to see whetker 
she was in the habit of carrying conceaied 
weapons. None were discovered, and, when 
these preliminaries were over, the station- 
keeper said quietly, 

“TAKE HER BACK,” 

and before the giri knew what it all meant. 
she was inside a cell with the door locked 
tight behind her. ‘The officer could not very 
clearly understand the nature of the queer 
proceedings and so be asked in a puzzled 
way, “What are you going tv do with 
Schreiber?” ‘The station-keeper and Schrei- 
ber both laughed heartily at this and the 
officer marched off to his beat again.

office in the Soulard street police station 
The captain did not seem tobe very well’ 
posted in the affair, but he answered quest- 
ions put to him readily as follows: 

“Captain, can you tell me what the young 
oy pa Shaw, was locked up for last 
niguts  * P 

**For disorderly conduct.’”’ 

“Can you tellme why the man Schreiber, 
who knocked her down, was novt also ar- 
rested ?”’ 

“No charge was preferred against him.” 

“But he was under arrest at the time he 
entered the station,”’ 

“Was he?” 

“I should say so, What time did tho gir] 
get out’’’ 

“She was still locked up when I was at the 
station at 10:30 last night. I believe she was 
bailed out later. | hear that the fellow 
Schreiber is a terrible feilow for the girls. 
They say 

HE TRIES TO KISS EVERY PRETTY GIRL 
that comes to the factory. Yes, and he has 
a wife and family at home, too.” 

The captain had no further information, 
and so the reporter wended his way to the 
factory, where, in conversation with some of 
the employes and with the neighbors, he 
heard the story of the assault as it bas been 
narrated. These people, too, all repeated 
the remarks made by the captain 
as to the tender familiarity which 
Mr. Schreiber was want to display towards 
the prettier ones among the factory’s female 
employes. It was evidently a matter of 
public notoriety inthe neighborhood, and 
statements invariably up with the 
deprecating remark, he a sweet 
wife and three lovely at home too.”’ 
When the factory girts out, several of 
them were Willing en to acknowledge 
that there was something Very rottem in the 
mi nt of the factory: the 1 
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silver dollar,) knoe BR me down, He 

me again on the shoulder, knocking me 
down, and then he flung me across the side- 
walk into the street. [ wanted the police- 
man to arrest him, b drove off 
station, and when [ 

locked up, and Fred, who was laughing at 
me all the time, was let go. In the evening 
Fred called three different times at the 
police station, and came _ to 

excell and said that if I 
only promise to let up on. him and 
would never say anything more about him 
and Annie Graham, that’s the forelady who 
discharged me, he would let me right out. 
I would not have it though, and so I sent 
for Mr. Eichele, who used toown the factory 
when I worked there some time ago, who 
came and bailed me out at about half past 
eleven o'clock.” 

‘“‘What were you discharged for?” 

“Monday morning when I went to work 
Fred told me that I need not bring my 
machine, as he had no more work for me. 
When I asked him for the reason of my dis- 
charge he said, “Jennie, you see too much 
round here.” 

“What did he mean by. that?’ 

“Well, the truth is that Fred Schreiber 
is always afier the girls in_ the 
factory, the good-looking ones. There’s one 
girl (mentioning the name) whom he is al- 
ways kissing now, and last week 

I COUGHED FOR FUN 
when I saw him kissing cher, and he looked 
so black #t me that | felt pretty sure, as soon 
as he had stopped $20 out of my wages, which 
he was doing at the rate of $2 50 4a week, he 
would send me away.” 

**How did you come to owe him $20?” 

“I didn’t owe it tohim, He made me a 
present of it, and he had noright to stop it 
from me.” 

“How did he come to let you have the 
money ?”’ 

“When “iI first came to the 
factory Fred began ‘to make love to 
me, but for a long time I would not have it. 
At last he began making me presents, and | 
allow that one day I let him kiss me. This 
was about a year ago, and when I found out 
that he was a married man I made sucha 
fuss that he got frightened.” 

“How did you find it out?” 

‘He got me to promise one night that I 
would go toa ball with him. He sald that 
bis sister and a number of other nice ladies 
would be there. I went with him, buta 
gentleman, with whon I was keeping com- 
pany at the time, followed us, and Fred had 
rot me right near to a “nigger house” on 

ifth stree when my friend 
interfered. He was going to fight 
Fred, but I prevented him. One day he gave 
me $5 to meet him ata place. A short time 
afterwards I went to Chicago, and when I 
was there 1 wrote to him for $15, which he 
sent me asa present. He had no right to 
stop that $20, as he gave it to me outright. 
Several of the girls told me that he had eaid 
he was going to discharge me as soon as he 
got the money back, and I soon found out 
that they were right.” 

The story told by the girlin regard to 
Schreiber’s affectionate regard for one of 
the girls at presentin his employ was cor- 
roborated by others, and the names were 
given of a couple of girls who, being given 
the alternative of accepting his attentions or 
of leaving tne factory, decided in favor of the 
latter course, and, being thrown out of em- 
ployment, fell into first indigent and then 
vicious habits. 

This morning 

OFFICER KOUNTZ, 
who booked the girl on the charge of disor- 
derly conduct preferred against ber by 
Schreiber, whose fast horse enabled him to 
get in his charge first, said that no com- 
plaint was nade by the girl or anyone else 
against Schreiber. The reporter hinted 
that the girl was hustled into a 
cell before she had a chance 
to say anything; but the  station-keeper 
did not seem to think that such was the 
case. Officer Hartman, who brought the 
girl to the station, was not to be found. 
MR. SCITREIBER, 
to whom the statements, made in the above 
report, were related this morning, said that 
he acknowledged having struck the girl who, 
be said, had assaulted torelady Annie Gra- 
ham of the tilling department the day 
before, and, in his opinion, 
had come round Tuesday evening with the 
intention of repeating the attack. She was 
fussing in the engine-room when he ap- 
proached her, took her by the shoulder and 
struck her. He then retreated into the 
building, ciosing the gate behind him, which 
sie bombarded with stones, at the same 
time swearing and making such a disturb- 
aace and gathering such a crowd thatit be- 
came necessary to callin the police. He had 
discharged the girl because she was not 
a steady worker, telling her that on account 
of the coming hot weather the force of work- 
ers would have to be diminished, but that if 
she came again later in the season she would 
be engaged. In regard to the $20 she claimed 
he gave her, he said that it was a Joan; that 
she was going to Chicago, and, having no 
money, he took pity on her and lent her $5 
and that some time altewards she wrote to 
him from Memphis begging for more money. 
as she was in a destitute condition, where- 
upon he sent her $15. Whenshe came back 
she told him he could stop the $20 out of her 
pay, which he did at the rate of $25 a 
week. 
THE CHARGE THAT HE KISSED GIRLS 
in his employ, or invited them to meet him 
after work was over, inducihg their com- 
pilance by offers of money or threats of dis- 
charge, he denied, aud said 
that he considered women to be 
a pesky nuisance, and that it was 
altogether too bad that the world, or at any 
rate match factories, could not get along 
without them. 

“As for this Annie Graham,’’ he went on, 
oe zoing to discharge her at the end of the 
week,” 

‘What are you going to do that for if she 
has done nothing wrorg?”’ 

“Oh, if ong, talking about me and An- 
nie Graham, I'll put an end to it by putting 
her out of the factory. I guess if I’ve gota 
lot of talking girls in the place I’d better 
sailin and bounce a lot of them. Yes, I'll 
discharge a lot of them.’’ 

The reporter mentionea the name of the 

irl who is said: to have been discharged 

rom the factory because she would not 

accede to the propositions tendered, and 
Mr. Schrieber said: “I remember the 
girl. She was discharged from 
the factory because of her bad character. | 
don’t know where she is now.” 

The affair has caused quite a stir at the 
etd O and future developments, especially 
those in the bouncing line, are looked for- 
ward to with deep interest.

LONDON, June 28.—Trevellyan, chief sec- 
retary for lreland, in replying in the house 
of commons this afternoon to a question of 
Cowan whether it was true that pauper 
immigrants had been sent to America with 
the knowledge and consent of the govern- 
ment, said the reports about the landing of 
paupers in America were greatly exaggerated. 
The steamer Anchoria took no inmates oJ 
any work-house, and all immigrants sent b 
the commissioners had been supplied wit 
funds. No paupers were sent out by the 
board of guardians. He also stated that no 
definite offer for mpeg immigrants to 
Canada had been received from the Domin- 
ion government.

Lonpon, June 28.—A desperate attempt 
was made ina carriage of a railway train 
running from Calais to Paris to murder and 
rob Rev. Mr. Witchborpe an English clergy- 
man. The murderer attacked Witchborne 
with a chisel, stabbing him five times. The 
assassin tried to make his escape when the 
train arrived at Amiens, but was captured 
after a terrific struggle. The wounds of the 
clergyman are very dangerous. He is not 
expected to survive them. The assailant is 
also an Englishman.

There were twenty 
arrests at Berlin and Dresden yesterday of 
persons supposed to be connected with the 
conspiracy.

THE TWO TARIFF PLANKS. 

Some of the republican papers which have 
been contending for tariff reform and trying 
to “whoop” the democratic party on toa 
free-trade platform as a means of coercing 
their own party, are preparing for the fiftieth 
time to support the most advanced protec- 
tionists as party nominees. The Chicago 
Tribune, for instance, is laboring hard to 
prove that there is no difference between the 
platforms of the two parties in Ohio on the 
tariff question. But no human ingenuity can 
so twist the language as to make them mean 
the same. 

The republicans say that they “believe 
now, as in the past, in the maintenance of a 
tariff system which will provide a revenue 
for the government and at the same time will 
protect American producers and American 
abor.” What they mean by a revenue 
for the government has been exempli- 
fed in the collection of an immense 
surplus until the democrats forced 
a reduction, and what they mean by protect- 
ing American labor has been exemplified in 
monopoly legislation which robbed Amer- 
ican labor until there were enough democrats 
in congress to compel a partial revision of | 
the tariff. 

The Ohio democratic platform, on the 
other hand, favors “‘a’tariff for revenue, lim- 
ited to the necessities of the government 
economically administered, and so adjusted 
in its application as te prevent unequal bur- 
dens, encourage productive industries at 
home, and afford just compensation to labor, 
but not te create or foster monopolies,” 
This is a totally different tariff system from 
that which the republicans have main- 
tained in the past, and to the future 
maintenance of which they distinctly 
pledge themselves in their Ohio plat- 
form. As the New York Herald says, 
every tariff reformer can stand on the Ohio 
democratic platform, as the nearest approxi- 
mation to free-trade principles that any sane 
man considers practicable while we must 
levy duties for revenue. It distinctly pro- 
poses to encourage productive industries at 
home by such protection as will relieve them 
from unequal burdens of taxation levied to 
support monopolies. That is all the tariff 
reformers have asked. Grant that, and the 
extreme free traders have no ground left to 
stand on. 

Nothing can be more explicit and clear in 
its definitions than this Ohio platform, or 
more antagonistic to the “plank” adopted by 
the republicans. If the latter had meanta 
revenue limited to the necessities of govern- 
ment economically administered, they could 
have said so. If they had meant to protect 
productive labor at home from unequal taxes 
imposed to maintain monopolies, they could 
have said so.

THE CHOGERA. 

It is very probable that the reports of 
cholera about the eastern shores of the Medi- 
terranean are somewhat exaggerated, but 
there is no doubt that this dreaded scourge 
has reappeared in dangerous proximity to 
Europe. It would be idle to say there is no 
danger, for the vast and busy intercourse of 
trade is such that it is almost impossible to 
prevent the infection from reaching new dis- 
tricts and doing its work in any locality 
which offers it fit lodgment. 

In the ordinary course of its progress it 
takes a year for the epidemic to travel across 
the ocean and dissipate its forces in the 
western hemisphere. No one can tell 
whetlier it will visit any given locality or 
not, seclence not having yet determined ac- 
curately the conditions which expose oné 
district and exempt another, but the general 
truth is admittea that poverty, dirt, bad 
habits of living and the consequent low type 
of vitality are the conditions amid which 
the germs, whatever they are, flourish most 
actively. e 

But in truth, the old plagues that once 
swept the face of the earth have been 
gradually diminishing in their malignancy, 
and the cholera, which seems to be the last 
survivor of a long list of them, with only the 
yellow fever and the small-pox to keep it 
lethal company, is evidently losing many of 
ts terrors, and no civilized country need now 
dread such visitations as we have known in 
the past.

A River Problem. 


St. Louis, June 28, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The present flood, with the different reports 
from both above and below St. Louis, taken in 
connection with the present and past heighths of 
the river during the years 1844, 1858 and 1851, af- 
ford one of the most perplexing problems in the 
science of hydraulics. In 1851, which was the 
lowest of the three high-water years named, the 
water was over two feet higher than the present 
flood, and about five. feet lower than the high 
water or 1844, yet we find, if reports are to be re- 
hed on, that the high-water level below the Grand 
Llower—say Cape Girardeau—was about as high 
as that of 1844. The only streams that come into 
the Mississippi that could at all influence the rivy- 
er between St. Louis and Cape Girardeau are the 
Meramec, Okaw and Muddy, all of them amall and 
totally inadequate, even if at extreme flood— 
which they were not—to have caused the differ- 
ence that has been shown, and we respectfully 
ask our scientists to unravel the problem, for if 
we can learn the true cause of sucha change we 
may be able to carry it still farther, and do away 
with overflows in the whole Americaa bottom, 
and indeed not only that but the whole of the 
alluvial basin above the mouth of Red river; and 
it scientists cannot or will not solve it we ask 
practical men to come forward with their views. 

it will not do for tne scientists to pooh-pooh 
this problem. Itisone of those questions that, 
like Banquo’s ghost, will not down at their bid- 
ding. It is one that concerns the welfare of mil- 
lions, and until it issolved will be a vital question 
to all concerned in the Mississippi valley. S. 


A Pair of Growls.

The assessed value of railroads and railroad 
property in Missouri, as returned for 1874, ‘was 
$45,309,425; for 1876 it was $30,007,050; for 1877 
it was $24,118,441; for 1881 1t was $30,309,878; for 
1882 it had crept up to $33,373,739, showing that 
with more than a thousand miles of added rail- 
roads in eight years, the aggregate assessed val- 
ues had fallen off very nearly $12,000,000 (!!!) It 
may not be improper to state, however, that the 
Jay Gould syndicate was not the ruling power in 
Missvuri in 1874.

In Missouri the Gould syndicate controls not 
less than $120,000,000 of values, and the entire 
railroad interest of the state, according to its own 
estimates, $250,000,000. So potent are these “‘uni- 
fied” values that they have for years escaped 
with a nominal share of the common burdens of 
taxation.

The toast of “The Commonwealth of Massa- 


chusetts” was then announced by the whee r 


boy I came down here to attend your commande” 
ment, and oh how I wished that I could have been 
one of those bright-eyed, fresh-lipped men who 
were just then entering upon their college course. * 
What a.hard and stern master circumstances . 
were. Poverty forbade it. I turned my face 
homeward sad and almost friendless. When, years 
afterwards, I had destined my oldest son, born 
in the county of Middlesex, for an education, al 
though my alma mater had some claims upon him, 
where-could I send him but to Harvard, and there 
I believe he graduated with some degree of credit. 
[Applause.] But I must not forget that it is the 
governor of the commonwealtn who is your guest 
and who 18 to speak to that sentiment. Why does 
Massachusetts in the halls of Harvard call for 
anybody to speak for her? She speaks for her- 
self as regards ber oldest and favored child al- 
ways. (Applause.} Your president has shown 
that he is not unmindful, as you are not, of the 
gifts in money and benefactions of the common- 
wealth, but he will pardon me if I say that these 
are among the last of the benefits the common- 
wealth has given to this univeasity. Her, 

BEST AND FINEST GIFTS 
has been her children, whom she has sent here 
for an education, which has made youand the 
commonwealth famous throughout the country. 
[Great applause.] More,she gave you what is 
still more valuable than all, a recognition and a 
compliment never paid by any other state to any 
other institution of learning. She made you a 
place in her law under her constitution. Her con- 
stitution requires all her legislators to take care, 
first of the common school system of Massachu- 
setts, and afterwards of Harvard college as the 
complement and end and aim of the system of ed- 
ucation, the crowning point of all. [Applause.} 
Point me to any other of all the states where 
such a recognition of an institution off learning 
bag been made a constitutional requirement. But 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts, even at the 
time when she was emerging from sacrifices and 
her energies paralyzed, though she knew that it 
was the favorite act of rulers of states, when their 
exchequer failed to seize upon the endowments 
of charitable and educational institutions; when, 
under these circumstances, she was making her 
constitution she took careto putinit asmall 
clause that under no circumstances whatever, by 
legislation or in any other way, should the endow- 
ments of private benefactors or the gifts of Mass- 
achusetts ever be turned from the purposes for 
which they are given. (Applause.] Is there any 
further need to show you,or to show thatthe 
larger and wider audience to which 1 am also 
speaking, how Harvard university standsin the 
law, inthe affection, andin the care of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts? A care which isto 
be exercised and carried out by every oneof her 
servants in whatever position he may find himself 
to be. [Applause.] 

Your college was founded—as all institutions of 
learning of that day were—for the almost single 
purpose to educate young men in the three 
learned professions, of which by far the chief was 
the ministry. , 
THE WORLD MOVED, 

After more or less friction Harvard college met 
the wants of the advancing age, and she has been 
widening her space of usefulness ever since. 
[Applause.}] The world is ceasing to need s0 
much of a given kind of teaching as she needed 
when your college was founded. It has become 
practical, and you must feel.as your president 
has shown us, much more than we Knew before 
what the college is now doing. Teach ali the 
practical learning of the age. See to it that the 
chemist, the philosopher, the engineer, the me- 
chanic, can learn bere all that will fit him to carry 
on the world, because by them hereafter the 
world is to be carried on, (Applause.] And may 
I call your attention to one other matter? In the 
olden time, up to 1820, Massachusetts relieved not 
only tne college from taxation, but she also re- 
lieved her officers and her students as well. How 
near and dear to her heart must she have been to 
do that; yet—and I put it under an “if’—if the 
college has swung away in any degree or in any 
form from the affection of the people, swing her 
back again. Popniarize her; swing her down to 
the people and the people up to her, and make her 
what she was in the beginning of the century, 
[Applause.] But we have been speaking of what 
Harvard college -owes to Massachusetts.. May I 
be permitted to speak a moment upon what Mas- 
sachusetis has received from Harvard coilege? 
In every time ot her distress,in every tims of 
need, Harvard college has been the refuge of the 
government—from the time when the small-pox 
drove the legislature out of Boston, and you took 
it into

{applause}, and then the legislature burned it up, 
or it took fire when they were in it, but not, I be- 
lieve, from the heat of the legislature. The legis- 
lature rebuilt it again. Your halls were wanted 
for barracks tor Washington’s troops—did Har- 
vard college object? No, no; with the patriotism 
of their distinguished fathers the students left 
these halls to be occupied by the troops, and went 
to a neighboring town, and there contin ued in 
their studies in a very small building. I grants it 
was a small building, but the war 
of therevolution still raged, and the classes were 
necessarily small, The young men were in the 
army. ({Greatapplause.] Allusion has been made 
by the president of the day to the fact that Har- 
vard men were among the first who went to the 
war of the rebellion. Yes, Iknowthat. Nobody 
knows it better than Ido, and Harvard has done 
one thing to-day, which, if I felt, or could feel, 
after the kind reception you have given me, any 
upkindness toward Harvard, would sweep it all 
away. (The applause at this point lasted several 
minutes and was constantly reiterated.) Some 
forty years ago, (forty-three, to be more accurate) 
I entered into the military service of Massaclru- 
setts. Soon after I became an officer of a regi- 
ment ofthe Massachusetts militia. One of the 
best officers of that regiment was a kind-hearted, 
energetic, active man, the chapiain, for although 
the common idea is that achaplain in the army 

ought not to bein much danger, yet if he is a 
true, brave man you will find him in the rear of 
the line of battle, taking the last words of the dy- 
ing and giving spiritual and actual comfort to the

Such 
a chaplain was found in the Sixth Massachusetts. 
Militia. Itsservice to the government of the 
Commonwealth speaks especially of that regiment, 
because it offered its services on January 22, 1861, 
before it was known very widely that war was im- 
minent, and was the first to march to the front. 
There it met with a baptism of fire and blood. In 
that regiment the chaplin was Mr. Babbidge, on 
whom your college has to-day conferred the 
wellavon degree of Doctor of Divinity.

Joseph Hunicke, an Idiot, Cooped up with 
Chickens in an Outhouse by His Parents— 
A Reportorial and a Police Investigation— 

f The Unfortunate Surrounded with Filth and 


Vermin. 


When a Post-DISPATCH reporter woke up 
Capt. Ed. McDonald, of the Fourth police 
district, last night and told him that a man 
had been confined in a loathsome outhouse, 
with some chickens and the vermin that in- 
fested his hair, Wnd the filthy quilts upon 
which he had lain for thirteen months as his 
only companions, that during the coid win- 
ter and chilly spring nights of this year he 
had kept the neighbors awake by his moans 
and the whines that would come from a suf- 
fering hound, the captain replied: “Not in 
St. Louis ?”’ 

“Yes, in St. Louis, and in@ a 
thickly settled portion of your * police 
district, and within two hundred 


rards of the Fifth district sub-station at the 
‘air grounds.” 

The captain showed his interest, and the 
reporter told in detail 

A STORY OF HEARTLESSNESS, 
selfishness, brutality, —pey and cold- 
bloodedness, that stirred the little captain 
up to that extent that he at once wrote an 
order to Sergeant Koops, requesting him to 
detail an’fnteiligeut officer by the name of 
Cummipgs te meet the reporter at 4:30 this 
morning ana thoroughly investigate what 
the captain Joundly denounced as an out- 
rage. ‘The investigation was made, the 
health department invoked, and the victim 
of gross neglect and inhumani- 
t will to-morrow be in the 
shelter of the insane asylum, where he will 
have at least sunlight, cieanliuess aud regu- 
lar meals. 

About seventy-five yards south of the 
street which runs along the south side of the 
fair grounds, is a little street called on the 
maps Paim, but known in the neighborhood 
as Lee avenue. Itruns from Grand avenue 
east to the Mound City railroad track, when 
it abruptly plunges into a scum-covered frog 
pond. A comfortable looking cottage of 
three rooms, painted in a light color, with a 
neat garden to the south and a general air of 

rosperity, or at least thrift, is the second 
1ouse on the north Side of the street from 
Grand avenue. Inthe yard, to the rear of 
the house, is 

A ROUGH BOARD SHED, 

that passers-by would take as a coal or wood 
shed. It has no window, and the air enters 
through the cracks between the boards, and 
the knot-holes,, that allow the sun to enter 
the wretchej piace in golden shafts. In the 
comfortable house lives William Hunicke 
and his wife, daughter and a feeble-minded 
son. Inthe shed lives Joseph Hunicke, an 
idiot, aged 23s. e lies on vermin-infested 
guilts on a broken lounge, the only 
piece of furniture in the worse 
than dog kennel, day and night. When 
he makes too much noise they take him out 
some food, just like they would carry out 
appeasing bones toa noisy dog. The neigh- 
bors have been indignant for some time. The 
policeman on the bea has been indifferent. 
A Post-DisPatrcu reporter yesterday be- 
came interested, and investigated the mat- 
ter. Crossing aljotthe yard of a house was 
entered where two tidy young women were 

reparing supper ina summer kitchen. They 
Eada of the poor prisoner's existence. One 
said thatthe manner in which he was kept 
penned up was “outrageous,” ‘The other 
added, Why, Josie, itis scandalous.” “Just 
climb the fence and you can peep through 
the knot-holes and see him,” said one of the 
young women.

A Young Wife, Driven to Her Old 
Home, Answers Her Husband.

The Goldbeck Divorce Charges—Sad Domes- 
tic Story—Curious Conflict of Testimony. 


A contested divorce case, Gustavus Adol- 
phus Goldbeck azainst Theresa Goldbeck, 
was set for trial to-day in Judge Lubke’s 
court, No.2. This is one of the most re- 
markable cases of domestic infelicity that 
ever claimed the attention of the courts, and 
the chances are that several witnesses may 
have to answer in another court for the 


part they are announced to play in this 
peculiar drama.;,The plaintiff is the husband. 
who alleges that he married Miss Theresa 
Horneyer July 20, 1881, in this city. They 
lived together until December 1, 1882. His 
wife is young, amiable and attractive. 
He states that he always demeaned 
himself as a faithful, devoted husband, and 
did everything in his power to make his wife 
comfortable and happy. 

HIS CHARGES AGAINST HER, 
however, are of the most shocking character. 
He alleges that it was her custom to seek the 
company of men of another color; that she 
visited improper resorts with them and was 
so infatuated with that class of people that 
she kept aroom in a portion of the town 
given up to colored folks, and it was there, 
be alleges, that she met her dusky admirers. 
Mrs. Goldbeck, through her attorneys, 
Messrs. Collier & Muench, files an answer 
and cross-bill. She states that her 
husband’s charges are willfully and 
cruelly untrue and that she was forced to 
leave him by reason of his conduct. She al- 
leges that 

SHE LOVED HER HUSBAND 
and was ataliltimes a chaste, dutiful and 
faithful wife, but that he was pvussessed of 
an insane jealousy, and he did his utmost to 
poison the minds of her relatives against 
her. At length on one oceasion he charged 
her to her face in the must cruel and provok- 
ing manner with having been unfaithful to 
hin. She was greatly shocked by this cruel 
accusation and it drove her away. lt was the 
culmination ofcruel and causeless indigui- 
ties heaped upon her by her husovand. 
She could stand it no longer. Humiliated, 
ashamed and deeply wronged, she sought the 
refuge of her old home and sobbed tue sad 
story of her husband’s cruelty upen the 
bosom of her mother. Mrs. Goldbeck alleges 
that she was peculiarly circumspect and 
carefully avoided society alter marriage. 
Being of a domestic turn of mind, she re- 
mained at her own hearth and studied her 
husband’s interests tu such an extent that 
they accumulated quite a little sum of monev 
which is now in his possession. They set 
out upon the matrimonial path with a good 
collection of furniture and household orna- 
ments, allof which remain in the possession 
of the husband. 

MRS. GOLDBECK 

applied foran order of alimony, and it was 
grautedin the sumof $50 payablein five 
days. Payment, however, has not yet been 
made. When the case was called this morn- 
ing by Judge Lubke, counsel for Mrs. Gold- 
beck stepped forward and announced that it 
would be impossible for her to appear in 
court to-day. She was in avery low condi- 
tion and could orly be brought in on a 
stretcher. ‘Tne court under the circum- 
stances ordered a continuance of the case 
until the early part of the October term. 
The order for alimony would be enforced. 
A number of witnesses had been summoned 
for the trial,and aremarkable conflict of 
testimony was promised.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Messrs. Olds, Hoxie and Townsend went 
to Chicago last night. 

S. H. Fulton, general agent of the Erie and 
Pacific Dispatch and South Shore line at 
Chicago, is in the city to-day. 

The Mobile and Ohio railwav brought in 
twocar loads of cocoanuts, but two anda 
half days out of Mobile, this morning. 


Col. E. B. Wheelock, president of the New 
Orleans, Pacific railway company, is in the 
city to-day consulting with Hon. J. C. 
Brown, general solicitor of the southwestern 
system. 

All the roads are now ranning trains and 
receiving freights of all kinds as usual. 
The Wabash, C. B. & Q. and 1. & St. L. are 
using the C. & A. tracks to a point beyond 
their several breaks. 


Late reports from the seat of construction 
on the Texas and St. Louis railway of the 
Arkansas river, state that the erection of the 
bridge there is progressing very satisfact- 
orily. The water in the river has receded to 
almost its usual stage, and the present pros- 
pects point to the final completion of the 
road and its ones to business in three or 
four weeks. But eight miles of steel remain 
to be laid yet, but that will be down by the 
time the bridge is completed. 


Mr. Louis Enos, the auditor and cashier of 
the St. Louis and Cairo Narrow Gauge 
Railroad, quietly slipped out of town ‘Tues- 
day night, went down to  Louis- 
ville and was married yesterday , to 
Miss Ff, ©.

O. parallels the Denver and Rio 
Grande R’y between Denver and Pueblo, 
the most important cities of Colorado, and 
as the C., B. & Q. is understood to hold a 
controlling interest in the D. & R. G., any- 
thing that will cripp!e the D. & N. O. is the 
game. The A, T. &S. F. some time since 
issued a like circular, and the matter was 
taken into court. A decision commanding 
the A. ‘I. & S. F. to treat the D. & N. O. Co. 
on the same basisasthe D. & R. G. was ob- 
tained, but a later decision reversed the 
first. And now the the-C., B, & Q, has 
taken up the cue, and the matter looks 
as ifa combined effort is to be made to 
crush the D. & N.O. The D. & N. O. is, to 
a greatextent, dependent on business re- 
ceived from connecting roads, as its local 
business amounts to little or nothing, and 
manifestos like that of the C., B. & Q. vir- 
tually cuts it off entirely from all through 
and outside business.

THE OTHER SIDE. 
School Director Scudder Talks 
About the Furnace Contract. 


He Suggested the Contractor's Name and 
Price and Upholds His Action on Econom- 
ical Grounds.

The insinuations against the members of 
the schoo] board committee which awarded 
the contract tor repairing the furnaces have 
caused considerable feeling and discussion. 
Many of the dealers who would have been 
competitors, it the work had been awarded 
on bids, did not hesitate to say that it was a 
“big plum” and that there was “something 
in it for somebody.” 


This morning a Post-DisPATcH reporter 
called on the “‘somebodies’’ hinted at, to get 
an explanation of the award. The commit- 
tee on buildings is composed of Messrs. 
Plate, O’Conneil, Scudder, Schubert, Keat- 
ing Bosley and Gerber. 

MR. SCUDDER 

was found at the Lindel! hotel, and when 
asked what he had to say in repiy to the 
charges made by the furnace men 
whose views appeared in these columns 

esterday, replied: ‘“‘Well, there ls no job in 
t as far as I know, and guess I 
ought to know, for | made the motion my- 
self inthe meeting of the committee. Last 
year Ringen & Co, had the contract at $3 50 
per day for mechanics, and afier the schools 
vpened many of the furnaces had to be over- 
hauled again becau:e they were found to 
smoke, and really be in need of repairs. 
When the matter came up this yearI met 
Mr. Halpin on the street, and spoke about 
the matter to him, He said he would do the 
work ut $350 per day Supercnenerns it 
himself, and $350 for mechanics. At the 
meeting of the committee I suggested that I 
thought it would be a stroke of economy to 
give the work to Mr. Haipin, whoml! knew 
to be a competent man. thought his doing 
it wellat this price would be cheaper than 
another man doing it badly for less money. 
Now that is a brief statement of the case,’’ 

“Is there not a rule making it necessary to 
advertise for bids?’ 

“No, I don’t think there is. Maybe it 
would have been better to advertise for bids, 
but if we did I should certainly be in favor 
of taking the lowest bid, This view of the 
matter was shared by the other members of 
the committee. There was no lengthy dis- 
cussion about it, and now, if thereis any 
trouble about it, there is no one to suck the 
hind tit, I think that it was a good move, 
notwithstanding the objections of a few 
disappointed dealers.”’ 

“Did all the members of the committee 
favor this action?” 

“I don’t remember who were present, but 
all who were did favor it, or at least, showed 
no opposition, The claims of these men 
bave no justice in them atall. Our contract 
calls for expert mechanics, and not 
for helpers and laborers: and, if we 
do not et the services of the 
best mechanics from Mr. Ha!pin that will be 
our fault. Jt is the duty of the architect to 
look after the work. At the last meeting I 
thought there might be some truuble about 
this part of the thing, and had Mr. Halpin 
appear before the committee and state that 
the men he would furnish for $350 per day 
would ail be first-class mechanics. ‘The 
board really has nothing to do with the de- 
tails of our work, but I caused everything to 
be entered on the minutes of the meeting 
myself. By letting this contract out as we 
did we were sure of having the services of a 
good man.” 

‘Could you not have secured as good a 
man at a lower figure, if the committee had 
advertised for bids ?”’ 

“Well, as 1 tell you, if we advertised for 
bids we would have to take the lowest bid 
offered.”’ 

MR. HALPIN 
the present contractor whose name Mr. 
Scudder first suggested, was seen, and in 
answer to the statements of the other furnace 
dealers said: 

The men who indignanlty protest against 
the action of the building committee in 
awarding the repairing of furnaces to me at 
what they term exorbitant figures, would, 
no doubt, accept the work at the same rates, 
if it was offered to them. 

Mr. Ringen says ‘he would have bid on 
the work,’ but when it is remembered that 
he was awarded the contract last year at 
$3 50 per man per day, and that after the 
work was done the furnaces smoked and 
were otherwise out of order, so the building 
committee were obliged to call on me to cor- 
rect his mistakes, itis not surprising that 
they should not employ im again. 
Mr. Ed. O’Connor says: ‘Noone firm can 
take the contract and fill it rightly;’ but 
this opinion did not prevent him from 
making the attempt two or three 
years ago, with the help of four col- 
ored men at $3 50 or $4 per dayeach. A 
competent furnace-man is firstof all a good 
mechanic, and always a tinner and sheet- 
iron worker. Mr. Wm. Taylor says heis a 
molder by trade, Mr. Snyder is a brass fin- 
isher. Mr. O’Connor’s practical knowledge 
is confined to the few months he spent in my 
shop whena boy. The building committee 
being composed of thorough business men 
and mechanics, are capable of judging good 
work, and no doubt have the best interest 
of the schools at heart.”

Charles Walter Nickerson, a cousin of 
Major Azor H. Nickerson, whose recent 
matrimonial difficulties have excited so 
much comment, arrived in this city from 
Chicago yesterday and had a long confer- 
ence with his kinsman’s legal advisers.

The city of Paris has just refused a sub- 
vention to the African Indies company, 
which proposes nothing iess than to make a 
fief of France a_ territor of «0 35,- 
v0OO square leagues situated between the 
sreat lakes on the east, Congo on the south, 
the Atiantie on the west aud the Sahara to 
the north—simply to take possession of a 
fourth of Africa, The minister of foreign 
affairs has grated to the company a_ subsidy 
of 10,000 francs; the minister of public 
works has lenta mining engineer; the min- 
ister of finance has promised gunpowder 
and tobacco at reduced prices, and lastly,the 
minister of marine, not satished with grant- 
ing asubvention of 10,000 francs, like his 
colleague of foreign atfairs, has promised to 
carry the first expedition by a government 
steamer, and to grant the services of a naval 
officer and twelve men to protect the station 
to be established on the border of the Cen- 
tral Soudan. ‘The government has thus not 
only assisted the company with money, but 
has allowed it to use the French flag. The 
company is supported by fifteen deputies and 
a secretary of state.

THOUGHT READING, 


Mr, Bishop’s Experiment in the Matter 
of His Wager with Mr. Labouchere,

The easy chair set apart for Mr. Labou- 
chere was unoccupied. The £1,000 promised 
was not tabled. But the experiment could

Hesent word from the 
body of the hali—for he had refused to join 
the committee—that he had enclosed a five- 
pound note in an envelope and given it into 
the keeping of Prof. Kay Lankester, who 
was also in the audience and who alone 
knew its number. He challenged Mr, 
Bishop to read in the mind of Mr. 
Lankester the number of that note. If suc- 
cessful the note should goto the hospital. 
Mr. Waddy asked Mr. Bishopif he accepted 
the challenge. Mr. Bishop demurred. He 
bad experimented before with Professor 
Lankester and found him a hard subject. 
(he ehances, he evidently seemed to think, 
were ten to one against his success with Mr. 
Lankester. To give hima fair chance, he 
thought he ought totry with some one with 
whom he had not experimeuted before. He 
had, for instance, éxperimented with Mr.
